Coupled With Excise Tax. 


The free sugar proposition is coupled 


•with the excise tax bill as an offset to 
loss in revenue. Meanwhile of two more

Rockefeller would lie nlile to undergo a 
"brief examination" before tbn house 
money trust committee if his testimony 
Is "of pnnxmonnt importance." So Pr. 
C. W. Richardson told the eoin.mitt/'o 
today. Ho said that, to submit the oil 
magnate to prolonged qiiest-ioning might 
cause a hnniorrhago or a swelling of the 
larynx, which would stop hin breathing. 


WJiile Dr. Richardson and Albert C. 


Burrage, who was concerned in the re- 
organization of tho Amalgamated Cop- 
per company, testified a list of financial 
leadens waited to be called. They were 
President Hines, of the National City 
Bank of New York; Georgs W. Perkins, 
Thomas Lamonfc, H. P. Davison and 
George F. Baker, jr., the. latter a son of 
the leading figure in thj First National 
bank. 


The committee will take up the. ques- 


tion of whether Mr. Rockefeller is to 
be examined at an executive meeting 
lato today.

Against Hasty Divorces 


In the multiplicity of bills now being dumped into 


the legislative hopper at Indianapolis there is now and 
then a measure of such general interest and such mani- 
fest common sense that it commands rather more than 
passing attention. One of this sort is a measure to pre- 
vent hasty divorces for which Senator Glenn VanAuken, 
of Auburn, stands sponsor. Senator VanAuken's meas- 
ure if enacted into law would preclude the teal of divorce 
cases until after the expiration of sixty days from the 
date the papers are filed. Primarily, Senator VanAuken 
says, his idea is to give the parties to the suit ample time 
to reconsider their action if they care to do so, and the 
action could then be dismissed. 
Undoubtedly the fact 


that it is now possible under the law to file a suit for di- 
vorce and often obtain immediate court action upon it 
has contributed very largely to the frightful total of di- 
vorces. The whole matter is rushed through, often before 
the heat of anger which has inspired the resort to the 
divorce court has had time to pass and give way to sober 
reflection over so serious a step. 
The sober second 


thought to which delay of sixty days will give opportun- 
ity will beyond question result in reconciliation in a very 
large number of cases. Only rarely, and then under most 
unusual circumstances, can there be justification for the 
hasty divorce hearing.

The roll call showed 10(1 votes for it 


Mid 141 against it. The democratic mem- 
bers generally voted for it. 


The Cullop amendment engendered a 


bitter feeling in the Indiana delegation. 
Oullop wnm criticised by timid members 
for springing it without 
forewarning. 


Representative Cnimpaeker was not pres- 
ent when the vote was taken. 
Thoi 


•who voted for it, the Indiana members 
who voted against it say, will hear some- 
thing drop when their constitncntfl learn 
of their action. 


The amendment, providing for the re- 


vocation of the executive order of Oct. 
IB, 1912, by which President Taft ex- 
empted 30,000 fonrth-clsBs postmiwtore 
from the "political job" class and of the 
order of Pflpt. 30, 1010, which classified 
assistant postmaster* and postal clerks 
in first and second class offices, was de- 
feated on tho roll call vot*.
